The Trustees did not spend as much as usual for new 
books during the year because of the necessity to have 
enough money in the treasury to pay for the cataloging 
of the Library, and for the necessary equipment inci- 
dental thereto.

REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 
Moultonboro Public Library 


The plans of Kendall, Taylor & Co., having been ac- 
ceptel by a vote of the Town last March, the first deci- 
sion to be made by your committee was the awarding 
of the contract for the building. Mr. Kendall met with 
the committee when this matter was taken up. It was 
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decided to award the contract to Arthur L. Pollard, 
contractor. Since the completion of the building, Mr. 
Kendall has expressed approbation of Mr. Pollard’s 
work and of the careful and constant supervision he 
gave to it. We feel that the Town has value received, 
and in addition many workers in the town were given 
labor.

This made it 
possible to outfit the fireplace with andirons, fire set, 
spark screen, metal wood basket, Telechron electric 
clock, and ornaments, and thus to add a greatly needed 
touch of ornamentation. 

We are also indebted to Mr. Kendall for his very real 
interest in the Library building from first to last.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Moultonboro: 


There are 244 school districts in New Hampshire. 
For the year 1928-1929 the range in cost per $1,000.00 
of equalized valuation was from No. 1 at $3.51 to No. 
244 at $20.94. 

Moultonboro is No. 21. It was No. 39 in 1927-1928. 

No. 122, the median for the state had a total cur- 
rent cost of $9.98 per $1,000.00. 

The cost per pupil in the elementary schools of the 
state vary widely. They are low where it is possible 
to have the schools filled to capacity and with no trans- 
portation charges. They are high where the schools 
are small and transportation expensive. 

The median cost per pupil in 1928-1929 was $83.35. 
The Moultonboro cost was $87.55. Sandwich $122.02. 
Center Harbor $84.50. Meredith $67.30. 
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The attendance at the Moultonboro village grammar 
school was especially fine. The percentage was 96.02 
and there were only two tardy marks. 

This is the best record made by any school in the 
district. Five years ago the percentage was 89 and 
there were 39 tardy marks with fewer pupils. 

The Moultonboro Lower Neck School was almost 
tied with the village for with a registration of 15 it had 
a percentage of 96 and but two tardinesses. 

The enrollment in the Moultonboro Schools has in- 
creased nearly 25% in the last five years. There were 
then four pupils in High School from the town. There 
are now 18. 


During the year, there were 42 visits to the schools 
by board members, 258 by parents and citizens, and 
166 by the superintendent. 


Facts Worth Noting 


Moultonboro schools are gaining in number. 

Many pupils are entering high school. 

School attendance is improving. 

Pupils from Moultonboro are doing well in the 
schools which they enter. 

The cost is low in comparison with the rest of the 
state. 

The selectmen have cooperated finely with the school 
board. 

For the first time there has been criticism that books 
and supplies were not liberally supplied. This shows an 
interest and willingness to meet modern needs that is 
pleasing. 

School boards are naturally interested as are other 
tax payers in the economical running of the schools, 
and it is helpful to them to know that the townspeople 
are willing to have the proper tools generously supplied.
